MISSIONARY CONVENTION AT FITCHBURG. 

Agreeably to a call of the Religious Charitable 
Society of Middlesex North and Vicinity, a Con- 
vention, on the subject of Foreign Missions, was 
held at Fitchburg, on Wednesday and Thursday 
of last week. 

The object of the meeting was, by the commu- 
nication of missionary intelligence and the free 
interchange of opinion, to awaken a deeper interest 
in this vicinity, in the work of evangelizing the 
world. The convention was opened with a ser- 
mon by Rev. N. Adams of Boston, of a deeply in- 
teresting character, and well adapted to promote 
the object of the meeting. 

A series of resolutions was introduced for dis- 
cussion, bringing into view the relations of the 
heathen to God, and the plans of mercy towards 
them unfolded in the gospel; the duty of the 
christian to publish the fact of Christ's death 


the work of thus co-operating with God; the en- 
couragement to effort from past success ; the de- 
mand for increased activity from the present 
means of access to the heathen; the blessedness 
of giving liberally to advance the cause of Christ ; 
the covenant obligations of the christian to conse- 
crate himself and possessions wholly to Christ ; the 
distinguished blessings of God upon a church ac- 
tive in benovolent enterprises; the duty of the 
christian to be well informed on missionary sub- 
jects, and the necessity of prayer for the out-pour- 


sionaries and on the heathen. 

These resolutions were freely discussed by the 
secretaries of the American Board present, Mr. 
Spaulding from Ceylon, and other members of the 
convention, 

Various other topics were incidentally introduc- 
| ed during the meeting. A large missionary map 





| was suspended during the whole session, to which 
| frequent reference was made. Its silent appeal 
| was deeply impressive, pointing out the great di- 
visions of the earth covered with the darkness of 
| heathenism, or the faint light of nominal christian- 
| ity, with only here and there a bright spot where 
the true gospel shines. An account of thrilling 
interest wrs given by Mr. Spaulding, of God’s won- 
derful dealings with the mission of Ceylon. Every 
christian who listened to him wil! hereafter feel 
an interest in that mission which he could not oth- 
erwise have felt. The subject of the organization 
ofthe American Board and its relations to the 
Choctaw and Cherokee missions was fully dis- 
cussed, at the close of which the following 
resolution was introduced by Rev. Mr. Smith of 
Westminster, and unanimously adopted by the 
Convention.

| New-York Cirr, Dec. 20, 1845. 
| Messrs. Eprrors:—The New York City 
Tract Society held its annual meeting in the 
| Tab le on Wednesday evening. This in- 
stitution has a strong hold upon the sympathy of 
the christian public. Its field of labor is here, its 
ful daily ifest, and when it presents a 
report of its labors, its meetings are thronged with 
those who contribute to its support, with the 
thousand visitors it employs, and with some who 
have been the subject of their prayers and labors.

At the time of his death he was 
the oldest man in town. Mr. M. was industrious, econ- 
| omical, “ temperate in all things,” “given to hospitality,” 
| punctilious in the observance of the Sabbath and in his 
| attendance on public worship, and second to no one ac- 
cording to his means in supporting the gospel. In “the 
| great revival” of 1815, "16 with which ampton was 
blessed, Mr. M. was hopefully “born again,” and with 
| many others, united with the Congregational church, of 
| which he was a member at the time of his death. And 
| hefe let it be spoken to the praise of sovereign grace, 
| that whoever else has been “ given to change,” or “ car- 
ried about by every wind of doctrine” in these latter 
| days, Mr. Marsh “stood fast in the liberty wherewith 
| Christ had made him free.”
